Prior to her appointment-as 
acting general manager, Wat- 
son was thé assistant general 
manger for operations. In this 
post, she oversees 600 of the 
700 COTA employees, moni- 


toring areas as diverse as the 


negotiations of the labor con- 
tract for the drivers and 
mechanics, the maintenance 
of the bus fleet, and the upkeep 
of the COTA building and 
grounds. 

“There were some very sur- 
prised people” when Reading 
appointed her to that post 
slightly more than one year 
ago, Watson said. “Transit has 
traditionally been a-male- 
dominated organization. There 
are those people who have

The .5 
percent county sales tax which 
helps fund COTA will expire at 
the end of this year -- at the 
same time that the Reagan 
administration is considering 
massive. cuts in. transit subsi- 
dies. But Watson believes that 
she is up to the chailenge.

Watson looks back on a 
eareer that’has taken her from 
a position in the state's civil 
service to her new role with 
some humility, yet pride.

“But then, a lot of peo- 
ple have worked hard, and 
have not had the opportunities 
I've had. I've been very 
blessed.”

This is national Volunteer Week. In a nation where 92 
million Americans or 55 percent of the adult population 
volunteer on a regular basis, the strength of these voluntary 
contributions is conveyed by the thought of having to do.

Volunteers are needed, especially now that federal cut- 
backs have impacted negatively on the delivery of social 
and human services. Dollars to support human service 
agencies have all but dried up and the end of federal fund- 
ing is clearly in sight. 

Without volunteers the human services network, fragile 
to begin with, would just fall apart. 

Volunteers offer much to the community but in reality 
they have a lot to gain by being creatively able to express 
themselves ina self-fulfilling way. They have the opportun- 
ity to meet new people, to. sharpen old skills, to learn new 
ones and greatest of all, the satisfaction of knowing they've 
made this a better place. 

in most Ohio cities, volunteerism is handled by the Uni-

cinnati; the Help Hotline, in Youngstown; CALVAC, in 
Columbus; and GIVAC, in Cleveland area are examples.

A tale of two Ohio cities 


True to comparative history, Columbus is moving ahead 
and Cleveland is studying the problem. It could be any 


_ problem and the results would be the same. This time the 


problem is moving forward with a timely plan for imple- 
menting a domed stadium. 
While Cleveland struggles to develop a concensus 
-between the old guard, sometimes called the “powers that 
be”, and the young turks, often called “Yuppies”, Colum- 
bus has developed a ballot proposal to impose a tax on 
hotel beds and alcoholic beverages to finance the public 
portion of construction costs. There are plenty of reasons 
to believe that Columbus wil! continue to press Cleveland 
' ‘state“Everr the banking strength of 
Ohio is slowly being consolidated in Columbus. 

When Columbus decided to develop its waterfront, it 
built an attractive, esplanade along the Olentangy River 
which is in character with the city, instead of trying to 
superimpose atiny but multi-million dollar copy of another 
city's waterfront developmenr, by dredging away iivitiorns* 
of dollars worth of land. When Columbus opted for a Hyatt 
Hotel it got not one, but two. 

‘Meanwhile Cleveland drowned inthe ecstacy of a prop-— 
osal to convert the school headquarters into a real tiny 
hotel with a lot of tax money. 

Call it whatever you like, Columbus is vibrant and wide 
awake while Cleveland is in a trance still mumbling about 
being Number One. 


So you won a $million 


Most Wednesday and Saturday nights several residents 
of Ohio, or neighborhood states, go to bed secure in the . 
knowledge that the Ohio Lottery has made them a not 80 
instant millionaire because they hold that magic Lotto 
ticket with all six winning numbers. 

The next day they are rudely awakened by the discovery 
that several other people will be splitting that mythical 
million bucks with them, over the next twenty years. 

The misconception is extended, when an equal number 
of Lotto ticket sales agents anxiously await the $10,000 
they know is their's for selling the winning tickets. They too 
are wrong. Everybody gets to split the pie and your —— 
Lottery representative from the top to the bottom will tell 
you what you already know, “you are better off than you 
were before”. 

Of course the winner is better-off, but the odds he’s 
playing for and the proceeds he’s receiving are different. 
He bet 50¢s to win a million dollars, not share it. It is a 
problem the Ohio Lottery Commission must face. 

The state is raking in money at arecord rate. and the Ohio 
Lottery is second fastest growing lottery in the nation. 

Too many winners are eroding public confidence in the 
game and will put a bottom on sales... ies” 

Sales agents:are the experts In thal indusiry because 
they talk lo ine players. What players are saying We Lorery 
directors aren't hearing. 

Put the excitement back inthe game. 

For lottery olayers, excitement is caused when the jack- 
pot grows to fantasy size. In Ohio, that’s not happening. 
Players are winning so often that the Jackpot seldom rolis- 
over. It is reflected in what has become a new trend, td 
play only if the pot is double or better. 

Such a play negates the state's strategy to double weekly 
drawings, as a means of increasing revenue. 

There are some solutions need state approval. Change 
the odds by allowing six of 45 numbers to be played instead 
of six of 40, or guarantee every winner an undivided million- 
dollar payoff.

commercial by popular record- 
‘Whg artists James ingram and 
Howard Hewitt. It was created 
on a pro-bono basis by the 
New York based advertising 
firm of Mingo-Jones. 

The original idea grew out of 
several meetings of the NUL's 
Male Responsibility panel 
comprised of 12 outstanding 
Black entrepreneurs and cor- 
porate executives. The panel 
agreed that one of the most 
effective ways to reach young 
Biack males was through a vis- 
ual approach and through 
radio. 

The uniqueness of the NUL’s 
new campaign lies in the iden- 
tification of young Black males 
as the target audience and in 
the use of language that 
speaks to the “macho” image. 
While there are any number of 
teenage pregnancy programs 
aimed at females--and the NUL. 
through its affiliates conducts 
over 30 of these--this is the first 
national program directed to 
black males. 

The Campaign is also unique 
in that it is almost entirely a 
volunteer effort. In addition to 
the donation of creative talent 
by Mingo-Jonhes, a group of 

inmates at the Green Haven 
Correctional Facility collected 
their own money to buy the 
paper stock and then printed 
the first 2,000 posters on the 
institution's printing press with 


the approval and support of | 


prison officials. 

The air time on radio and the 
space in publications will.atso 
be on a volunteer basis. 


The materials that have been 
developed-for the campaign 
are in the process of being dis- 
tributed to all the nation’s 
Black newspapers and maga- 
zines, as well as Black oriented 
radio stations, with an urgent 
request from the NUL that they 
be used as public service 
advertising. 

“Since we haye received 
strong endorsements from so 
many major Black media 
groups, and we have every rea- 


‘son to believe that the cam- 


paign is so compelling and so 
vitally important that our Black 
communicators will be eager 
to do their part, we are-confi- 
dent that the message will be 
spread throughout the width 
and breadth of this land,”

.The groups that have

Civil service panel 
to post job openings 


By GILBERT PRICE: 

Under the prodding of city 
councilman Ben Espy, the 
Columbus Civil Service Com- 
mission has agreed to revise its 
procedures for filling tempor- 
ary vacancies. st 

The commission announced 


require the posting of all provi- 
sional vacancies. Provisional 
vacancies are vacancies in job 
classifications for which no 
civil service test has been 
given. 

Espy had been pushing the 
Civil Service Commission to 
monitor the appointment of 
persons to provisional posi- 
tions,-arguing that-in-1984, 
according to the commission's 
own annual report, the city 
made 1184 provisional ap- 
pointments, against 220 which 
were made through the testing 
process. 

The commission, under its 
new rule, will now: 

--require that att provisional 
vacancies be posted in three 
places--the department or div- 
ision where the vacancy exists, 
the office of the commission, 
and the Division of Personnel 
Administration; : 

--require that such job noti- 
ces remain posted for at least 
ten working days; 

mandate that the commis- 
sion receive application for the 
provisional vacancies, and rule 
on the qualifications of the 
applicants before sending 
them to the division where the 
vacancy exists; and 

--prohibit employers.from 
making. appointments from 
any applicants other than 
those screened by the 
commission. 

In a written statement, Espy 
called the commission's deci- 
sion extremely sigmticars.”

. Columbus’ two Black 
ymembers of the Board of Edu- 
cation expressed delight with 
Judge Robert Duncan's deci- 
sion to end the jurisdiction of 
the federal court over the 
Columbus Public Schools. 

However, they disagreed on 
the recommendation of 
NAACP branch president 
James Evans that the school 
system begin looking at annex- 
ing those schools and school 
districts which exist within the 
boundaries of the City of 
Columbus. 

Gary Holland and Loretta 
Heard agreed with Judge Dun- 
can that it was time for the 
school system to be release 
from the overnight of the court. 
Holland called. the judge's 
decision “a tripwire forustedo- 
better things.” Among the “bet- 
ter things’ that Holland 
encourages is the creation of 


citizen’s advisory committee, 
“which Duncan urged, to moni- 

tor the maintenance of dese- 

gregation in the schools. 

Holland also stated that the 
Board would continue to do an 
annual report of the way dese- 
gregation is proceeding in the 
schools. Evans had argued that 
the NAACP had been unable to 
get informatin from the Louis- 
ville school board when it was 
freed. 

Holland, however, was skep- 
tical of Evans’ argument that 
the school board needs to look 
at the possibility of annexing 
the more than 70 square miles 
of Columbus land which is cur- 
rent in other schoo! districts. 


“There is no guarantee that 
you will get all assets” in the 
transfer of schools from one 
district-to-ancther, Holland 
argued. “You may also get 
some liabilities.”

In over 50 
years in the political arena, 
Rhodes has never lost a Demo- 
cratic candidate, losing only in 
Republican primaries.

Walker; first Black to head the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission, 
Ellis Ross; and others too 
numerous to mention. 


Arguing that “I know of no 
one on welfare who went out 
and volunteered,'’ Rhodes 
stressed theaimportance of 
vecationateducation, and 
noted- with pride his-involve- 
ment in creating the programs 
in Ohio. Rhodes said he had to 


hattle aaainst the “intellectual . 


snobbery of those who look 
down at people who work for a 
living” in order to pass his 
vocational education pro- 
grams, which he believes lead 
to“a diploma in one hand and a 
job in the other.” 

Rhodes struck his most polit- 
ical chords, however, in his 
discussion of the Celeste 
administration.

If you sit in the St. John

director Billy Joe. He speaks 
admiringly of these men

coach's position at Ohio State, 
one in which he dealt with the 
offensive tackles and tight 
ends for eight seasons, Myles 
takes on many of the responsi- 
bilities formerly handled by 
Dick Delaney who died a few 
weeks ago. 

In his new slot Myles is in 
charge of budgets, evaluations

Now that he doesn’t have to 
devote his time to coaching 
and recruiting, Myles hopes to 
become more involved in the 
community and spend more 
time with people “interested in 
upgrading the community.” 

He says that he has always 
appreciated talents, whatever 
those talents may be. He points 
to his siblings as examples. His 
Ses oes in COlunibus 
within the past year as the mus= 
ical director of the Fifth 
Dimension: His “baby brother” 
is a lawyer.

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COOKIE “DREAM HOUSE" 

Every about-to-be-married couple has vi- 
sions of owning their own Dream House. 
Here's a house “coke” that you can make to 
set the theme for a shower or party to honor 
the bride and groom. 

The “roof” can be lifted off to reveal small 
house related gifts. Shown, a paint brush for 
marinades, a pitch fork used in cooking 
spaghetti, and a set of house numbers that are 
actually cookie molds. 

The cake does take time to do but it's not 
difficult and the results are certainly worth the 
effort.

Lemon Sugar Cookie Dough 
(recipe follows) 


Heavy cardboard or illustration

2, Make Lemon Sugar Cookie Dough. 

3. Cut base for house, 14 x 12 inches, from 
heavy cardboard. Outline in pencil a rectangle 
8% x 6% inches for outline shape of house, 
3-inches in from front edge of base with equal 
space at sides. 

4. Make Royal Frosting. Keep frosting 
covered with damp towel. Spread a 1-inch 
wide strip of frosting just inside pencil outline; 
press 7 sugar tablets end to end with flat-side 
down in frosting, for front of house, 4 for each 
end and 7 for the back. This is the 
“foundation”. 

5. To build the house, spread frosting on one 
long edge and one end of each sugar tablet 
at a time. Starting at one corner of pencilled 
rectangle, press frosted edge onto board, con- 
tinue all around and up for six rows, brick- 
layer fashion, leaving spaces for doorway and 
windows of the house. Continue up front and 
back tapering tablets for gables of house and 
cut to fit when necessary. Scrape off excess 
frosting that oozes out from “bricks”, with a 
small spatula, before it hardens, 

6. Next day, roll out Lemon Sugar Cookie 
Dough, % at a time, on lightly floured surface 
to a 1/8-inch thickness; cut into stripes, 7 x 
1% inches, 14 in all; place strips, 1-inch apart, 
on lightly greased cookie sheets. Outliné 
scalloped edges with tip of teaspoon, then cut 
out with tip of a small knife. Brush tips of 
scallops with water, sprinkle with pastel. sugar.

WASHINGTON — Black Republicans were 
unable to. stir: enough action among black 
voters to wean many of them over to the 
Ronald Reagan side in the past November 
elections, but the post-election activity has 
them on the run, stirring up the emotions of 
a lot of voters, Republican and Democrats. At 
the same time, several of them within the ad- 
ministration are finding the ground too hard 
to tread on and looking elsewhere for 
employment. 


Just before this piece met the early deadline 
it has, the talk around the Capital City is that 
the White House aide, Melvin L. Bradley, 
special assistant to President Reagan is shop- 
ping for something else. This, of course, is in 
the rumor stage and could be just that — a 
rumor. On the other hand, Bradley himself 
hinted to the November elections that he 
might not stay the course for the second term 
of Reagan. Now, as the story goes, he is get- 
ting a lot of criticism from the new staff lineup 
at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. since Edwin Meese 
Ill, now attorney general, moved down the 
street to the Justice Department.

The process of falling asleep is like the 
dwindling “conversation” of the body and the 
mind talking to each other. When the “conver- 
sation” stops, you are asleep. The customary 
way of going to bed in leisurely fashion helps 
the body to put the mind to sleep. By lying 
down, you invite your muscles to relax. By 


darkening the roomy and-closing your-eyes,-you- 


shut down the communications from the sense 
of sight. By covering your body you protect the 
skin from exposure to cold or disturbing sen- 
sations that would alert the brain. A quiet 
room helps to cut down the messages from the 
ears to the brain. 

Your body has excellent, natural ways to 
relax. One of them is the yawn; the deep, 
deep breath that expands the rib cage as wide 
as possible, and then expels the breath. With 
the end of a yawn, all the muscles of the tor- 
so let go, and that is the beginning of the 
body's normal relaxing sequence. The impulse 
to yawn and stretch is very infectious. After 
a short time, all you have to do is think of the 
words, and you will find yourself performing 
the acts.

Remember, don’t be a slave of anxieties 
at bedtime. Use the motto of Scarlett O'Hara 
of Gone With The Wind—When a troubling 
thought came to her mind she would say, “I'll 
worry about that tomorrow”. 

Let's look at your Bed! It is unbelievable 
how many people sleep in a bed that is too 
soft or too hard, too short or too narrow...A 
bed that creaks and groons each time the 
sleeper moves, a bed that sags in the middle 
or one that is bumpy. 

We all move about when we sleep. We 
change positions thirty or forty times a night. 
Bui, this is not restless sleep—on the contrary, 
it is the most restful. To sleep, “like a log", 
never moving all through the night, would 
leave muscles cramped and limbs numb from 
lack of circulation.

Special tranquility 
foods that are rich in vitamin B-6, calcium, and 
vitamin D, are excellent for a bedtime, light 
snack; a cup of warm or hot milk, is a good 
example. 

Never 
forget that it is during sleep, the blessed state 
of physiological unconsciousness, that your 
mind and nerves, masters of your whole body 
house, recharge and rebuild themselves.

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Zimbabwe at Five: 
Keeping the ship of State on Course

This March, Zimbabwe celebrated its fifth 
year of independence from British colonialism. 
Before it became free, it was called Rhodesia 
after the noted-explorer and empire outrider, 
Sir Cecil Rhodes. In the early days of conquest 
of the “Dark Continent,” there were two 
Rhodesias - Northern and Southern. 

In 1964, the former became Zambia. Since 
1957 when Ghana was the first African colony 
to attain nationhood, there was a burgeoning 
of new states - Nigeria, and Senegal, 1960; 
Sierra Leone and Tanzania, 1961; 1962, Ugan- 
da, 1963, Kenya and Zanzibar; 1964, Malawi 
and Zambia; 1965, The Gambia; 1966, 
Botswana and Lesotho and 1968, Swaziland. 
In all, during the independence surge, 32 new 
states were born. 

Rhodesio’s white rulers stubbornly held out 
against the rising tide. For 14 long years the 
battle between the insurgent freedom fighters 
and the entrenched government forces raged 
relentlessly at a terrible cost in lives and 
property. 

Ignoring an earlier warning by former 
British Prime Minister Sir Harold MacMillan, 
that the “winds of change” were blowing all 
over Africa, the government at Salisbury, 
headed by lan Smith refused to yield to do any 


~ compromise proposals thot would include 


blacks in power. In May, 1965, he forced 
through a referendum for unilaterah 
withdrawal from the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, and shouted defiantly, “We'll go it 
alone!" 

The Proclamation of Independence was 
signed on Nov. 11, 1965. Although the United 


States officially ignored the illegal government 


and established sanctions against trade, a 
strong lobby of Rhodesian sympathizers 
sprang up in this country, and the matter 
became a volatile political issue. 

On black college campuses, movements 
against the importation of Rhodesia chrome 
were almost as hot as the current cry to ban 
the sale of South African kruggerands. And 
when lan Smith attempted to get a visa to visit 
the U.S. such was the opposition against him 
that the State Department found it feasible to 
deny request. 

Three dominant figures personified the in- 
surgent movement. Joshua Nkémo, a leader 
of the Matabeles who were concentrated 
mostly in the South; Robert Mugabe, the 
charismatic voice of the larger Shona group, 
and Abel Muzorewa, an American-educated 
bishop in the United Methodist Church. 

Nkomo represented the Zimbabwe African 
Peoples’ Union (ZAPU). Mugabe was leader of 
the Zimbabwe African National Union (ZANU).

Muorewa represented the African National 
Council (ANC), but from the start, he played 
the role of appeaser, siding more with con- 
cessions to the whites than wiih’the spirit of 
the freedom movement. 

Together, Nkomo and Mugabe formed the 
wings of the Patriotic Front, the most militant 
insurgents. 


The history of Zimbabwe and its long strug- * 
gle is replete with plots and counter-plots, 


complicated negotiations in Africa with 
leaders of the "Frontline States” in the 
southern half of the continent, long talks in 
Geneva, London and backstage maneuvering 
in Washington. 

There were heartbreaks, boiling emotions, 
treachery, violence aplenty and times when 
it seemed that the goal of independence was 
as remote as the possibility of scaling Mt. 
Kilimanjaro. There are heroes and traitors in 
the telling of the story, but let us deal chiefly 
with the man who emerged victoriously in the 
March 4 , 1980 elections. 

He was born Feb. 21, 1924 in the Christian 
village at Katuma mission, northwest of the 
former éapital of Salisbury which was run by 
the Jesuit Fathers. He was christened Robert 
Gabriel Mugabe. The young boy whe tended 
his grandfather's cattle had an early passion 
for learning. He was eager to absorb as much 
knowledge as could be cramed into his head. 
After six years of primary education and an 


additional two yeors of training, something 
unusual for an African boy, he became a 
teacher. 

it was 1950, the yeor that he enrolled at Fort 
Hare University College in South Africa to earn 
his first degree, that he was introduced to 
politics. He was attracted to the youth branch 
of the African National Congress, talked with 
South African Communists, and read Marxist 
literature. 


"was MahatmaGandhi, however, who stir — 


red young Mugabe's imagination with his tac- 
tic of non-violent, passive resistance. When he 
returned to Rhodesia, he was full of new ideas 
for bringing about change, but the Nationalist 
movement leadership was not receptive to his 
ideas. Four years after Ghana's independence, 
Robert accepted a teaching post there where 
he met his future wife, Sally. He was excited 
by the magnetic personality of Kwame 
Nkrumah, who had led the Gold Coast to 
independence. 

By 1960, Mugabe was back again in 
Rhodesia, this time as a militant activist in the 
blossoming freedom movements. He and Sal- 
ly become outspoken opponents of the 
government. In 1963, after both the National 
Democratic Party and the Zimbabwe African 
Peoples Union were banned by the govern- 
ment, the decision had been made to set up 
an underground movement that would train 
the insurgents to begin an armed struggle. 


The Mugabes were charged with “sedition” 
ind “subversion” after he described the 
Rhodesian Front as a “bunch of cowboys,” and 
Sally accused Queen Elizabeth of England of 
doing nothing to help Africans. 

Bail was granted them, but when Joshua 
Nkomo summoned them to Dar-es-Salaam to 
set up @ government in exile, the Mugabes 
jumped bail, traveling through Botswana to 
Tanzania. The bid failed. In December, 1963, 
the Mugabes returned to Salisbury to face 
prison sentences of four months for Robert and 
nine months for Sally. : 

For the next 10 years, it was prison for 
Mugabe, but no bars for his mind because he 
had became the symbol behind the revolution. 
While he was using his time to earn three 
more degrees with the help of Sally, the 
rebellion was escalating and recruits were 
flocking to its standard. 

At one point, Mrs. Mugabe spent hours at 
the British library in London laboriously copy- 
ing textbooks by hand which were then 
smuggled to her husband in prison. A great 
personal tragedy for them was the death of 
their only child, a son. Sally's imprisonment 
and malnutrition were cited as part of the 
cause. 

Relations ‘between MUgoabe and President 
Kenneth Kaunda of Zambia were strained 
because of differences over strategy. 
Thousands of refugees had poured into Zam-

bia from Rhodesia and it was the staging 
ground for guerilla raining. But Kaunda wos 
accused of trying to slow down the action. One 
of the key leaders in the struggle, Rev. 
Ndabaningi Sithole, was dismissed as the par- 
ty spokesman. He later sided with Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa in the provisional government.

The rivalry between the three factions led 
by Mugabe, Nkomo and Muzorewa intensified 
in. April, 1976, Henry Kissinger arrived in 
Lusaka, Zambia to meet with President Kaun- 
da. It was his first trip to Africa as U.S. 
Secretary of State. His itinerary included 
Liberia, Zaire, Kenya, Tanzania and Zambia. 
Nigeria had refused to receive him, and while 
he was in Zaire, Ghana abruptly canceled his 
planned stop there. 

In Lusaka, during a luncheon hosted by the 


_President at State House, Kissinger delivered 
“what was purported to be a newly, redefined ~~ 


warned by Kaunda that it was “one minute 
past midnight” on the clock of African aspira- 
tions for freedom. : 
Nkomo came to see Kissinger in Lusaka and 
was promptly dubbed “Jolly Joshua” by the 
American press corps accompanying Kiss- 


“inger. However, the climate was anything buf 


jolly because the struggle for Zimbabwe was 
moving ponderously, but inexorably to a 
climax: - 

Mugabe who had become an anathema to 
the U.S. and the West, scorned the efforts of 
Kissinger as too little, too late and the meeting 
him and Nkomo as an appeasement attempt. 
More and more for the Britisfi and the 
Americans joint effort to arrange a settlement 
on tennis compatible to the white Rhodesians, 
Muzorewa was the most acceptable com- 
promise candidate for a shared government 
between blocks and whites. 

The bishop was moving freely in and out of 
the country, going to western capitals 
soliciting money and support for his com- 
promise position. When he was asked by a 
reporter what were the sources of his funds 
for travel, he snapped, “It’s none of your 
business.” . :

Dionne Warwick's lastest album on Arista 
shares the same name as the network televi- 
sion series produced by Aaron Spelling. No 
matter what tag you put on this kind of music 
— “adult contemporary” or whatever — this 
disk’s a must for dedicated fans. Music trivia 
buffs will note that Dionne’s working with pro- 
ducer Burt Bacharach for the first time in over 
a decade. Bacharach of course had a hand in 
many Warwick hits of the past such as “Don't 
Make Me Over,” “Walk On By,” and “Anyone 
Who Had A Heart.” We can now add the title 
cut of her latest album to the list — by the 
way; it's a duet with Glenn Jones (‘Show Me"). 
Most of this new album was produced by Barry 
Manilow, who himself is known for quite a few 
hit records — most notably tunes such as 
“Mandy” and “I Write The Songs,” as well as 
quite a few TV commercial jingles. Dionne and 
Barry appear together vocally on the Bee Gees 
tune “Run To Me." This new Manilow arrange- 
ment is done in.a lower key than the original - 
while it retains the same tempo and spirit as 
~the original But-without that-irademgrk-Bee— 
Gee-three-part harmony it just isn't the same. 
The album’s first cut is the reason why this LP 
is a must for dedicated fans. This piece of 
classic mid-tempo pop is the definitive Dionne 
Warwick recording of the 1980's... | mean one 
listen and you know it just couldn't be wyons 


to improve on it.
